QUAINT AND USEFUL TREES. 


—— 


Which Yield Milk, Bread and Butter, 
Candles and Fresh Water, 


If one could gather together the 
products of the different food-pro- 
ducing trees, ,he could get quite .a 
substantial meal. ra 

For instance, in Venezuela is the 
cow tree, which derives its name 
from the fact that when the trunk 
is cut a stream of milk gushes out— 
milk of thick, creamy consistency, 
with a balmy fragrance. The milk 
flows best in the early morning and 
at sunset. At thesé times the na- 
tives come from far and near with 
bowls or pails to get their family 
supply. 

Another one of nature’s dairies is 
the butter tree tree. The name is 
also given to several tropical trees 
which yield certain oils that can be 
used for butter” The real butter 
tree grows in central Africa. From 
the kernels of the fruit is abtained 
rich butter that can be preserved for 
a year or more, 

In order to make the meal com- 
plete, there should be bread to go 
with the butter,’ and this is provided 
by the bread tree, which flourishes 
in the islands of the Pacific. The 
tree is of good size, with large lobed 
leaves and fruit of a roundish form, 
from four to seven inches in diame- 
ter. ‘This fruit, when baked, resem- 
bles bread somewhat, and is eaten 
by the natives as such. 

A boon to the weary traveler is 
the traveler’s tree, found in Mada- 
gascar. it will grow in the most 
arid desert, and no matter how dry 
the weather is, a quart of water al- 
ways tiows out when the stalk is 
punctured. The water is pure, 
clear, and pleasant to the taste. The 
leaves of the tree are from 10 to 15 
feet in length. 

In order to provide light for their 
darkness, the natives of the South 
Sea Islands make use of the candle 
tree. Its fruit is beart-shaped, and 
the seeds when boiled make tallow 
that is excellent for candles. The 
natives remove the shells, bake and 
string the kernels, and _ preserve 
them. Five or six of the kernels are 
enough to supply a good, clear light. 

In Jamaica is found the so-called 
“life tree.”’ If the leaves are broken 
from the plant they will continue to 
grow. Nothfng but fire will destroy 
this tree. 

A tree that loves darkness rather 
than the light is the ‘sorrowful 
tree,’’ found in_western India. . It is 
so called becatise it weeps every 
morning. ‘The tree fiourishes only 
in the dark. Through the day and 
up until sunset not a flower can be 
seen, but after darkness has fallen, 
the tree becomes a mass of blossoms, 
At sunrise the tlowers drop off in a 
shower, thus prosiucing the effect of 
weeping. ‘The blossoms open every 
night in the year. 

Another kindof traveler's tree 
has leaves that closely resemble the 
plantain. No part of it is edible, 
but the large leaf stalks are used for 
the partitions and walls of houses, 
and the leaves themselves for thatch 
roofing. 

In China can be found many in- 
teresting tree growths, but most of 
the peculiar effects are produced by 
expert tree grafting. For .instance, 
before the gates to many of the tem- 
ples are evergreen trees split up 
from the bottom for about six feet. 
The two halves are then set about 
three feet apart, and each has the 
same curve to the place where they 
meet, thus forming a sort of arch, 
through which it is expected the 
worshiper shall pass on entering the 
temple. 

The Chinese are very fond of 
braiding sprouts together, and allow- 
ing them to grow in that way. 
Throughout the empire many other 
attempted improvements on nature 
may be found as a result of the mar- 
velous horticultural skill of the yel- 
low people. 

One of the strangest trees in the 
world is the ambash, whose wood is 
the lightest known, being only about 
two-fifths as heavy as cork. It is 
found in the waters of Lake Chad, 
in Africa, a body of water remark- 
able for the fact that, while it has 
an area of 10,000 square miles, it 
averages only six feet in depth.

Alberta's Antediluvian Monster Has 
Been Oarefully Mounted. 

A new dinosaur hitherto unknown te 
science, was found last summer in Al- 
berta by an expedition from the Mus- 
eum of Natura’ ayy 8 The fossil 
and most realistically displayed by a 
mew method—that of a long panel 
mount. In this the actyal bones are 
shown, still partly buried in the original 
rock from which they have been 
chiselled in relief, and for the most 
part in the position as found, excepting 


‘that. the skeleton was lying horizontally 


on its right side. 

When the dinosaur was found, rip- 
ply-marked sandstone surrounded the 
skull and a part of the skeleton. These 
ripples, in which are seen worn tracks 
and impressions of horsetails, or scour- 
ing rushes, have been continued above 
the skeleton, as though the body had 
been washed in near shore, making a 
dam in the shallow water, and the 
shoreward side of the beach had dried 
up, forming: mud cracks. 

The skeleton, with pieces of skin 
clinging to it here and there, was 
evidently buried on” a sandy beach 
with comparatively little disturbance 
of the bones. Millions of years Beers, 
the bones turned to stone and bun- 


| dreds of feet of earth accumulated 


above them as the low-lying marshes 
were filled in, while the climate, then 
subtropical, changed to temperate 
cold. Finally the Red River, a eom- 
puratively recent watercourse, began 
to cut through these sediments, un- 
covering fossil treasures of the Cre- 
taceous ag3, three or more million 
years ago. In the side of the canon, 
five hundred feet below the prairie 
surface, a few bones were discovered 
protruding from the rocks, which 
proved to be the spines or vertebrae 
and the skill of the nearly complete 
skeleton here pictured. 

This skeleton presents characters 
strikingly distinct from related forms 
and it has been made the type of a 
new genus, Saurolophus (meaning 
‘‘ereste saurian,’’) which is closely 
related to the well-known duck-bill 
Trachodon. The new dinosaur is dis- 
tinguished by a great bony crest on 
the back of the skull, which in life 
evidently supported a leathery lobe 
of skin similar to the living lizard 
Basiliscus. Other distinctive  char- 
acters are found in the hip bones the 
ischium of which resembles in gen- 
eral structure that of the carnivor- 
ous dionsaurs and supported great 
caudo-abdominal muscles. In life this 
animal was about thirty-two feet in 
length, and stood between fifteen and 
seventeen feet in height when erect. 
These measurements refer to the 
skeleton only, and do not include the 
srectal skin portion of tho crest, which 
robably added considerably to the 
freight during excitement, when the 
dinosaur must have been a most im- 
posing creaturé. The ménster was a 
herb-eater and without means of de- 
fence from the contemporary _ tiesh- 
eating dinceaurs except in its power 
of swimming away from danger. 


Larger Subsidies This Year. 


In subsidies to steamships tne Cana- 
dian Government will pay this year $2,- 
238,600. For this sum the mails are 
carried free, and freight and passenger 
service maintained on the ocean and 
coastal routes for the development of 
foreign and domestic trade. 

The principal service is that on the 
Atlantic between Canada and Great 
Britain. Under the new co1tract made 
this year the .government is paying 
for a tri-weekly 
service performed by 12 steamships, 
instead of $600,000 a year for a weekly 
service by four steamships, as for- 
merly. The new contract is with four 
companies: The Allans, the C. P. R., 
the Canadian Northern and the White 
Star-Dominion Line. in tormer years 
the contract was with the Allans, who 
divided upthe subsidy and sailings 
with the Canadian Pacific, 

On the Pacific there are several 
ocean service contracts, chief of which 
is that between Vancouver and Hong 
Kong, China, with calls both ways at 
Yokohama, Japan. This service is per- 
formed by the Canadian Pacific Co. 
the yearly subsidy being $225,000, of 
which Canadu pays $125,000 and Great 
Britain $100,000. 

A subsidy of $180,000 yearly is paid 
for a move service between Vancou- 
ne and Auckland, New Zealand, 6,3€6 
miles, ns

Where Vanilla Came From. 

The history of vaullla ts closely a® 
sociated witb that of cocoa and choco 
late, for vanilla came witb cocoa te 
Europe. In fact, these three highly 
important products of New Spain were 
introduced into Europe by Spaniards. 
In the year 1520 cocoa was frst drunis 
at the court in Madrid. and with choc- 
olate, also a Mexicun product, was 
quickly adopted. 

For commercial reasons the method 
of manufacturing chocolate was kept 
a strict secret, and it was made al- 
most exclusively in Mexico. In some 
manner, however, the carefully guard- 
ed secret reached Spain, and in 1640 
the first chocolate factory was e® 
tablished at Barcelona. 

In the production of a delicately 
flavored chocolate vanilla is a eces- 
sary, aud we may therefore conclude 
that the first introduction tnto Europe 
of vanilla for commercial purposes 
dates back to about 1540.

| THE REAL COLUMBUS. 


Little Known About Actual Looks of 
Great Discoverer. 


What did he look like? To-day, 
421 years after he made his world 
discovering voyage, we are much at 
sea concerning the great admiral’s 
personal appearance, 

Of one thing, however, we may be 
assured the discoverer bore the like- 
ness to the pictured image which oc- 
cupies the foreground of Vanderlyn’s 
famous painting of the Landing of 
Columbus, 

It stands to reason that after a 
voyage of two months and nine days 
in a 60-foot sailing ship he did not 
step ashore dressed as though he 
were going to a court. function. Not 
only are the popular representations 
of the daring sailor’s costume inac- 
curate, but the sketch of his physical 
appearance-is also ali wrong. The 
whole difficulty with getting a faith- 
ful copy of the features of Colombus 
lies in the fact of the absence of any 
life-drawn. picture. 

The portions which are so numer- 
ous to-day can nearly all be traced 
back to an engraving called the Pau- 
lus Jovius cut, made from a paint- 
ing that has been lost. And another 
factor of inaccuracy, the lost painting 
was not an original work, but was 
executed upon what the lawyers term 
“hearsay evidence.” It was painted 
early in the 16th century by tha di- 
rection of a Spanish nobleman, who 
at that time was collecting a gallery 
portraying famous Spaniards. 

There were men living then who 
had known the great sailor, and it is 
presumed that the lost portrait was 
built upon information they gave. In 
the Paulus Jovius engraving Colum- 
bus is drawn without a beard and, 
| therefore, present day artists nearly 
| always represent him as clean shav- 
en. The cut shows him as a man 
over 50 years of age, wearing the 
peculiar Spanish tabard, the dress 
still used by the sailors of Vigo. 

In reality the accepted likeness of 
the admiral is after the manner of 
being an idealistic conception. We 
are all familiar with the strong. 
clean-shaven face from which deep, 
expressive eyes look out under a 
broad brow. The heavy lines from 
the nose to the corners of the moutb 
are also characteristic of the popular 
portraits. But this is no picture of 
the man who discovered \mericz. 

Columbus had red hair. Also, as 
was the almost universal custom of 
the sailors at that per‘od, he wore a 
beard. On this point is the evidence 
of Las Casas, his shipmate and his- 
torian. He states that ‘‘The admiral 
was a man of sturdy stature, rather 
above the average height, of a very 
ruddy complexion, with freckles and 
red hair when he was young. The 
latter soon turned white which was 
also the color of his beard.”’ This 
description in no way fits in witb 
the picture of Columbus familiar to 
Canadians.

SCIENCE AND SPINNING A TOP.. 


That the Earth Revolves on ite Axis 
May Be Proved by a Simple Experi- 
ment With the Gyrostat—Phenomena 
of Rapidly Revolving Objects. 


Spinning a top ts not alwaya child's 
play, although It bas generally been re- 
garded as a juvenile sport. Once in 
England top whipping was practically 
ordered by law. There was a huge 
top formerly provided in every village 
to be whipped inp frosty weather that 

ithe peasants might be kept warm by 
the exercise and out of mischief while 
they could not work. Shakespeare io 

“Twelfth Night” suys, “His brains 
turo like a parish top." Ben Jonsou 
tu “New Inn” writes, “He spius like 
a parish top.” and Beaumout and 
Ileteher have “dunces like a town top 
and reels and bobbles." Evelyn, the 
diurist, speaking of the uses of willow 
wood, says tbat it was ordered that 
“the great town tops should be made 
thereof.” . 

Of late years, however, sclenve bas 
taken a hand in spinning tops with 
fruitful results. From spinning tops 
we can learn many Interesting and 
valuable things. lor example, we can 
prove that the earth revolves on its 
axis and calculate at what speed. 

The phenomena of spinning bodies 
are extremely interesting If you throw 
your hat into the air, but without spin- 
ning it, it will fall perhaps on one side, 
perhaps on the other, but if you give it 
a spinning motion before sending it 
‘Into the air it will always come down 

the same side down as it went up. The 
game thing is true of coins and tn fact 
of all objects spun in this manner. A 
knife, if merely thrown Into the air, 
may come down ut any angle, but if 
beld point down and sent spinning Into 
the air it will on falling stick its point 
into the floor invariably. 

Other bodies acquire rigidity when 
epun rapidly. Thus a piece of ‘chats 
if placed on a wheel and made to re 
volve rapidly will form a perfect circle 
and if thrown off the wheel suddenly 
will roll across the table or the floor 
just like a solid hoop until its speed te 
diminished, when it will fall into a 
huddled mass. 

It is a strange fact that spinning 
bodies always tend to point to the 
north star—the pole star. Gently, but 
firmly, they seem to tug at their mwoor- 
ings in an effort to assume the angle 
that will point them in that direction. 
Once they have attained it they do not 
vary. 

If, now, you want to prove the rota- 
tion of the earth by means of a spin 
ning top you can do so as follows: 
Provide yourself with a gyrostat capa- 
ble of being driven by electricity so 
that it can run for twenty-four hours 
or more without stopping. Set this go- 


star. It will soon assume that direc 
tion, Now, as the axis of the top is 
pointed in a certain direction ‘say the 
north wall of the room) and stays 
there, without ever moving, this will 
be a guide to you to check off your ob- 
servations. And as you watch you will 
notice that in six hours’ time the top 
will point to the west and six hours 
later to the south, six bours later to 
the east, and at the conclusion of the 
twenty-four hours it will have complet- 
ed the circle and will again be point- 
ing due north. It will have completed 
the circuit of the four walls of the 


the room has revolved round the top, 
but as the room is fixed to the solid 
earth it implies that the whole earth 
has revolved round the top, which 
alone remained stationary. Conse- 
quently we have proved by this means 
that the earth bas turned once round 
on its axis, and that it does so turn, 
and that the heavens remain still and 
stationary, 

Many interesting astronomical dis- 
coveries have been made by the ald 
of spinning tops, and the facts obtain- 
ed by their study have been applied to 
the rotation of heavenly bodies, the 
earth included, and the “wabble” of tts 
axis has been calculated by this means, 
In many ways, therefore, the spinning 
top is a valuable scientific instrument. 
—BHereward Carriugton in New York 
World.

Dairy. Division. 
“ Does fuck Cow Pay?” 


Some records of total production 
for the last seven months sent in to 


the dairy division, Ottawa, showing] 


how individual cows on adjoining 


farms vary in real earning capacity, 


will be of both interest to the aver- 
age farmer and of value to men who 
are planning for better results next 
year. 

A ten-year-old cow that calved on 
March 12th has’ given since then 
just 2,822 pounds of milk and only 
102 pounds of fat. A néighbouring 
seven-year-old, calved 2nd of April, 
gave 6,420 pounds of milk and 228 
pounds of fat, a little more than 
twice as much, In another con- 
trasted pair in Glengarry, an eight- 
year-old, calved 6th April, gave only 
3,394 pounds of milk and 129 pounds 
of fat; while a five-year-old, calved 
26th March, gave 7,280 pound of 
milk and 241 pound of fat, or again 
more than twice as much milk. 

Have these two owners of two such 
poor cows the wrong type of cow, is 


it the old placid ,contentment with} 


average’’ yields, which are liable 
to degenerate so-quickly into poor 
yields?’ An income from the ilk 
of one cow of only $28, when another 
adjoining cow earns $72 as seen 
above, cannot be considered satisfac- 
;tory when a man supposed to he 
keeping cows with the object of 
making money. A simple milk 
record shows definitely which cows 
in the herd earns the most; don’t 
‘* average ’’ good and poor together, 
keep the best, but make sure that 
each cow pays.

BRITISH PREFERENCE 


This Question in “its Relation to Pre- 
sent Conditions of the Wool Industry 


A study of the woollen industry in 
Canada is interesting at the present 
time in view of the agitation to in- 
crease the British Preference. In 1901, 
British manufacturers were given a 
préferentia! tariff rate equivalent. to 
23 1-3 per cent, During that year the 
value of woollens imported into Can- 
ada from the United Kingdom amount- 
ed to $5,889,801. Under the stimulus 
of this low pYeferential rate importa- 
tions rapidly increased; and although 
in 1906, the preferential rate was 
changed to 80 per cent. ad valorem, 
the importation of British goods ‘in- 
creased so rapidly that, in 1911, it 
amounted to $12,682,267, 

What happened to the woollen in- 
dustry in Canada during is decade? 


In 1901, the capital invested was 
$10,587,808; in 1911, it was only 
$8,639,305. 


This simp}y means that the British 
preferential tariff in woollens benefit- 
ted British manufacturers at the ex- 
pense of Canadian manufac'urers, 

Five factors contribute to the differ- 
ence in the cost of production in the 
United Kingdom and in Canada. First, 
the cost of building and equipping a 
Plant is much greater in Canada tha 
in Britain, Secondly, interest charge. 
on capital are greater in a new and 
partially developed country. Thirdly,

Canadian manufacturers have not yet 
reached that stage of industrial de- 
velopment where they can specialize 
extensively, and are consequently com 
pelled to fill some contracts at a loss. 
Fourthly, the greater part of the raw 
material is in the United Kingdom. 
In 1911, of the 7,195,486 pounds of raw 
wool imported into Canada, 3,962,722 
pounds came from Britain. The fifth 
and most important factor is labor. 
We do not want to keep skilled work- 
men out of Canada, or drive out those 
already here by decreasing their 
wages to the level of British wages. 

If capital invested in the woollen 
industry decreased by $2,048,608 dur- 
ing the last census decade, what de- 
crease May we expect during the next 
decade if the British preference on 
woollens is not reduced, and what 
would happen to our woolen industry 
if the preference were increased 

In dealing with the British preferen- 
tial tariff, not only in the woollen in- 
dustry but in all Canadian industries, 
it is only reasonable that we should 
safeguard the workmen and the busi- 
ness of our ow citizens first,
